THREATENED EXECUTION OF DALAL LAMA’ 
is AGENT. : 


: Calentts, October 14th. 

It is learned from n ‘Tibetan source that the 
agont.of the Dalai Lams in Lhasa has been 
arreated by the-Chinese authorities, atid re- 
moved te an unknown destination. ; 

Tho chargo preferred against the agont 
appears to hive been one of preparing to’ send 
supplies to (ho: Lamon at Darjeeling, and, follow- 
ing his arrest, an order for him to be beheadad 
‘was given. This, however; ealled forth wide- 
aproad protest from the-Tibetans, and as it was 
feared that, the agont’s execution would provoke 
grave troubles, tho order was cancelled. 

The prisoner, who is a venerable abbot, 70 
years of age, and exceedingly popular, was 
removed from. Lhasa on Sept, 30, ond no news 
aé.to Mis whercabouts-has sinco boon received. 

Advices to hand represent that the incident 
hes caused intense popular excitement. It is 
farther alleged that the reports through Chi- 
nese channels which depict the géneral situa- 
tion in ‘Tibet os tranquil sre misleading, the 
people, ax a matter of fact, being harassed 
and discontented.— Central Nere, :
